from J. Russell Bruff, head of the 
science department. 


For many years Santa Ana junior 
college has had need of some place 
in which the botany and zoology 
classes can store living specimens of 
animals and plans instead of leaving 
them in the laboratory, room 55, 
which is already overcrowded. Var- 
ious plant experiments are done by 
the botany students which cover 
three or four days. In this interim, 
the plants must be left in the only 
place available, the classroom. The 
students have to conduct their other 
researches in the same room. 


Mr. Bruff’s solution to this prob- 
lem is to have a plot of ground on 
the west side of the science building 
outside room 55 fenced in, and a 
door cut in the west side of the room. 
This would afford an entrance. In 
this area all the cages, specimens, 
and other materials unsuitable to 
keep in the classroom would be 
placed. 


If the request is granted the work 
would be done during the summer and 
would be put into use by the science 
students next year.

Following issuance of a temporary 
charter to four Dons appearing be- 
fore the executive board at its meet- 
ing this week, the organization of a 
men’s non-restrictive club whose 
membership threatens to include the 


major portion of the men enrolled’ 


in the school is underway. 

To be known as the Santa Ana jun- 
ior college Woman Haters club, the 
organization is expected to take rapid 
strides and already 54 charter 
members are eager to begin activi- 
ties of the group on the campus. 

When Oran Asa, Val J. McCoy, Roy 
Wheeler and Robert deuPree appear- 
ed before the board it was pointed 
out that there is a large number of 
men who are not at present -active 
in any organization on the campus. 


_| That there is only one non-restrictive 


men’s club in the college was de- 
clared to be ample reason why a new 
organization should be formed to in- 
clude those students who have not 
been contacted in the past. 

The novel name of the body, it 
was also conceded, would be invalu- 
able in advertising the school. To 


.back up the need for the Woman 


Haters a petition with 54 names was 
presented to the board. 

The leaders of the new group ex- 
pressed their desire to attract as 
many students as possible who are 
not now active in other organizations 
on the campus. The board, in order 
that a charter would not be issued 
to a body proving of no value to the 
college, gave the first temporary 
charter in the history of the insti- 
tution. If the club has taken a part 
in promoting the progress of the col- 
lege and definitely established a place 
in the social program of the school, 
the board at the close of the semes- 
ter will present the Woman Haters 
with a permanent charter. 

The possibilities that the club may 
publish a small paper to be distri- 
buted among the men of the cam-

REVIEW

Twenty-seven years ago “The 
Story of My Life” by Helen Keller, 
who was then a sophomore at Rad- 
cliffe, the only deaf and blind person 
in the history of the world who had 
ever attempted to compete with the 
seeing and hearing on their own 
grounds and on their own terms, was 
published an dover a hundred thous- 
and copies ‘were sold in the United 
States alone. Today the whole world 
knows of Helen Keller and of her vic- 
tories over her afflictions. In “Mid- 
stream”, the story of her maturity, 
the blind girl tells how ful land rich 
and fascinating have been the years 
between. ; 

The contents of the book are her 
own revelations and not those of her 
teacher, Mrs. Macy. Miss Keller has 
convictions of her own and a stub- 
born way of hanging on to them. 
Throughout the book bits of poetry, 
scraps of philosophy, science and re- 
ligion are mentioned. It is difficult 
to imagine how a person without the 
sensations of hearing and seeing, can 
conceive reality as an integrated 
whole. Yet this is just what she seems 
to be able to do. Her life appears to 
be as balanced as a normal person’s 
is. 

Besides her activities for ‘The 
American Foundation for the Blind,” 
she has found time for a thousand 
other things. She has acted in vaude- 
ville and in the motion pictures; she 
rides, swims, goes up in airplanes, 
camps, attends theatres, “listens” to 
music by feeling vibrations on a 
sounding board, and enjoys practi- 
cally all of the pleasures of the nor- 
mal person. 

Most interesting of all are Helen 
Keller’s friends. First in her affections 
was Alexander Graham Bell, whom 
she met when she was a little girl 
and later visited him in Washington 
and Nova Scotia and met his brilliant 
friends. Mark Twain comes later in 
her life and in what she says about 
him. she is at her best. She writes 
with charm, with wit, with penetra- 
tion, and deep feeling. Other famous 
people .who appear are William 
James, Edison, Ford, Burbank, Char- 
lie Chaplain, Caruso, Andrew Car- 
negie, and many others, and last but 
not least, Anne Sullivan, or Mrs. 
Macy, her teacher.
